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Introduction 


Soon after its creation in 1978, the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council placed international scholarly relations among its top 
priorities and endeavoured to define a policy of scientific cooperation 
that it could call its own. After much study and consultation, the Council 
determined that it ought to give special consideration to the development 
of cooperation and exchanges with areas of the world with which, until 
then, Canadian scholars had not had deep or extensive contacts. It is with 
that objective in mind that in November 1980, the Council signed a 
ae exchange agreement with the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences 
CASS). 


Essentially, the objective of the agreement is to further academic 
cooperation and friendly relations between Canada and China by means of the 
exchanges of individual scholars and delegations, for the purpose of study, 
research and lecturing tours. The exchange of publications and research 
materials is also fostered. 


To administer the agreement on the Canadian side, the Council 
established a separate program in 1981. It is a modest program, as the 
agreement only provides for a maximum of sixty person-weeks per fiscal 
year. The procedure is straightforward and common to all bilateral 
exchange agreements administered by the Council: CASS and SSHRC each 
selects and nominates scholars from its own country; the other party 
approves the nominations and makes local arrangements. The sending party 
bears the cost of international travel, while the receiving party provides 
assistance for living costs of participants and takes care of local travel. 


By the end of 1984, some twenty-five Canadian scholars had taken part 
in the program; a somewhat smaller number of Chinese scholars had visited 
Canada, involving mainly universities in Toronto, Vancouver and Montreal, 


In the fall of 1983, a delegation from the Chinese Academy of Social 
Sciences came to Canada to review the working of the exchange agreement and 
renew it for a second term of three years. Discussions were held on 
various aspects of the exchange and a number of technical amendments were 
made to the original memorandum of understanding. The revised text of the 
agreement appears in Appendix A. The main changes are: a) an increase in 
the value of the subsistence allowance for Chinese scholars in Canada, to 
$1,200 per month; b) the removal of Article V, whereby nominations could be 
made outside the agreed quota; CASS requested this amendment, as this 
provision was found to create considerable administrative difficulties in 
China; c) the added understanding that "junior scholars", such as doctoral 
students, could take part in the exchange, provided that they could carry 
out research without the supervision of a senior scholar. 


In broader terms, the representatives of CASS and SSHRC agreed that 
while the exchange was functioning satisfactorily, there was nevertheless 
much room for improvement. Both parties agreed that neither of them had a 
sufficient knowledge and understanding of the state and organization of 
research in the other country, and that a special effort should be made in 
the coming years to remedy the situation. Two measures have already been 
taken by the Canadian side. First, the SSHRC has provided CASS with a set 
of calendars of Canadian universities, along with a collection of basic 
works in Canadian scholarship. Second, the Council, in response to the 
invitation of CASS, has sent a delegation to China, with a mission to 
gather information on the work of the Academy. It is the purpose of this 
booklet to report the findings of this information visit. 


The delegation, headed by Gilles Jasmin, then Director of the 
Council's Fellowships and International Relations Division, was comprised 
of Dr. Jerome Ch'en, Distinguished Research Professor of History at York 
University, Dr. R. Bedeski, Professor of Political Science at Carleton 
University, and Dr. Graham Johnson, Associate Professor of Sociology at the 
University of British Columbia. The delegation was in China from the 20th 
of May to the lst of June, 1984. Separate meetings were held with nearly 
all the institutes of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences in Beijing, 
with ten of the institutes of the Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences, and 
with the four institutes of the Zhejiang Academy of Social Sciences in 
Hangzhou. The delegation also met with the Director of the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs of CASS, Wang Changyun, with the Vice-President of the 
Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences, Lan Ying, and with the Deputy Director 
of the Zhejiang Academy of Social Sciences, Wei Qiao. 


This report includes a brief outline of the organization and mandate 
of the three academies and a description of each of their institutes. The 
emphasis is on general orientations in research and on specific research 
projects currently in progress. The members of the delegation hope that 
this information will provide scholars and students with a better 
understanding of the nature and direction of research in China, and allow 
them to take fuller advantage of existing opportunities for cooperation 
with Chinese humanists and social scientists. 
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I. Zhongguo Shehui Kexueyuan 
The Chinese Academy of Social Sciences, Beijing 


A. Overview* 


Evolution and responsibilities 


The Chinese Academy of Social Sciences is the centre for research in 
social sciences in the People's Republic of China. There are now 
thirty-two institutes. Not yet established as institutes are the two 
research centres on Population and the History of the Border Areas. There 
are also a Graduate School, the Committee for Guo Moruo's Former Residence 
and the Editing of Guo Moruo's Works, the Editorial Committee for 
Historical Materials on Chinese Seismology, the group on Chinese local 
gazetteers, Chinese Social Sciences and the press of the Academy. There is 
further the Committee for the reform of the Chinese script. 


The precursor of CASS was the Philosophy and Social Sciences section of 
the Chinese Academy of Sciences. In 1950 the institutes of Archaeology, 
Linguistics and Modern History were established under the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences. After 1952, the institutes of Philosophy, Economics, 
Literature, History, Ethnic Literature and others were founded along with 
the research information section. In 1958 the institutes of Law and 
Ethnology were added. In 1964 several institutes dealing with foreign 
issues were created: the Institute of World Economy, the Institute of 
Foreign Literature, the Institute of World History and the Institute of 
World Religions. By 1966 there were thirteen research institutes and more 
than ten technical journals were published. 


The Chinese Academy of Social Sciences was founded in 1977 in order to 
develop work in philosophy and the social sciences, At the First Session 
of the Fifth National People's Congress in March 1978, Hu Oiaomu was 
appointed President of the Academy. In the wake of the establishment of 
the Academy, an array of research institutes in several branches of 
economics and those dealing with various international issues were 
established along with the institutes of Sociology, Politics and 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. The journal Social Sciences in 
China was founded along with several other journals. Currently there are 
fifty-seven periodicals within the Academy. 


The highest level of authority is the Academy Council. It is 
responsible for choosing the Honorary President, the President and the 
Vice-Presidents and for determining the character of scientific work within 
the Academy, the major questions of administration and the appointment and 
dismissal of important cadres. The President and the Vice-Presidents are 
appointed for three-year terms. The Secretary-General and the Deputy 
Secretary-Generals are permanent appointments operating under the authority 
of the President who conduct the routine work of the Academy. Each 
research institute can absorb personnel from within and outside the Academy 
to form scholarship evaluation committees,

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As a consequence of the close attention of the Chinese Communist 
Party and the Chinese government, philosophy and social sciences have 
advanced greatly since the formation of the People's Republic of China. In 
the quality and quantity of research results and the scale of development 
in different academic areas, the comparison with pre-liberation days is 
marked. And especially since the Third Plenary of the Eleventh Central 
Committee in 1978, in which the perrennial errors of dogmatism and 
individual superstition have been overcome, their policy direction of "Let 
a hundred flowers bloom, let a hundred schools of thought contend" has been 
thoroughly implemented. This has led to a flourishing new situation in 
philosophical and social sciences research, a leap forward in scientific 
debate and an increase in the results of scientific work. Social 
scientific work has greatly increased in the socialist modernization of 
China. According to statistics, in 1982 alone the scientific output of the 
Academy totalled 6,588 items, including 127 monographs, 84 pamphlets, 3,937 
articles, 432 research reports and 25 reference manuals. 


The research work of the Academy, using Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought as its leading principles, investigates the history and 
contemporary situations in both China and abroad, investigates the basic 
theories of all branches of social sciences but is especially concerned 
with examining the theoretical and practical questions of China's socialist 
modernization, A contribution to realizing socialist modernization in 
China and to developing social sciences is made through social sciences 
research,

The Institute was established in 1964 and joined CASS in 1977. It has 
a total staff of 161. The Institute believes that China's 
modernization will be well served by an understanding of its own past 
and by a better knowledge of the history of foreign countries. It sees 
its single most important problem as one of recruitment of qualified 
personnel: the senior researchers are now approaching old age -- the 
27 associate fellows, who are close to 60, all graduated before 1960 -- 
while the new generation is very young and still quite inexperienced.

Background 


Created in 1950, it became part of CASS in 1977. The Institute's work 
covers a long period, from the Neolithic to the Ming; palaeolithic 
research per se is the responsibility of the Academy of Sciences. The 
Institute has a staff of 230; researchers are members of the Kaogu 
xuehui (the Archaeological Society), along with professionals from 
museums and universities. 


The Institute has its own fieldwork teams; 16 of them are at work in 
different parts of the country; it also has two permanent work units in 
Henan (Anyang and Luoyang) and a research unit in Xian. 


In addition, the Institute cooperates closely with the Ministry of 
Culture and the bureaux of culture of the provinces, which directly 
control the Cultural Commissions (Wenwu weiyuanhui) and the museums; in 
turn, these institutions work hand-in-hand with basic economic 
reconstruction projects. Law requires that all artifacts discovered be 
turned over to provincial bureaux of culture for study and publication; 
the Institute will participate if excavation and research are required.

The Institute was created in 1979 and began operation the following 
year. Fei Xiaotong, China's leading sociologist and social 
anthropologist, was the major figure in the establishment of the 
Institute. Fei's work in the re-establishment of sociology as a 
legitimate discipline in China -- it is likely still regarded with 
Suspicion in some quarters -- is reflected in the work that the 
Institute is currently engaged in. The Institute is not large, 

having 30 researchers in its staff of 55, but it is very active in its 
still somewhat limited research tasks. It works closely with other 
organizations, especially outside Beijing. It is also engaged in 
defining and encouraging the growth of the discipline both within the 
context of the universities and also within the confines of the Chinese 
Sociology Association, the key professional body.

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2. Small Towns 


Research into small towns in China is part of China's sixth Five-Year 
Plan and the overall responsibility for its execution is in the hands 
of Professor Fei Xiaotong. The development of small cities has been 
neglected since the formation of the People's Republic of China. One 
of the important tasks of the present research is to describe the role 
of small towns and discuss their links with their rural areas and 
larger towns and cities. The study is currently being carried out in 
southern Jiangsu, with the cooperation of the Jiangsu Academy of Social 
Science, in the area that forms Suzhou Prefecture, which is also the 
home area of Professor Fei and the region in which he conducted his 
anthropological work in the mid-1930s. Research sites are selected 
within the region and intensive interviews are conducted at these 
sites. The work is substantially complete, some materials have been 
published and the entire study will be published by mid-1985. The work 
completed here is the baseline, There are plans to extend into 
northern Jiangsu, Anhui and Shandong and eventually to Heibei and 
Beijing. 


3. Family Studies 


The major area is urban family studies and is also part of the sixth 
Five-Year Plan.

The Institute was created in 1980. It has a small staff of 60 and as 
far as scientific research is concerned, is still very much in its 
infancy. It follows the dual leadership of CASS and the Communist 
Youth League. It cooperates with government departments in seeking 
solutions to youth unemployment, and with the justice departments, 
provincial and national, in investigating problems of juvenile 
delinquency and youth crimes. The Institute acknowledges that the 
study of these complex issues requires a multidisciplinary approach and 
recognizes that it is difficult to conduct theoretical and applied 
research at the same time. It sees its first task as one of collecting 
basic factual information, which is now very severely lacking.

It is generally recognized that population studies in China have been 
weak, largely as a consequence of well-known ideological positions 
which denied any importance to population problems. During the 1970s 
there was no population research and even before the Cultural 
Revolution only very few units were concerned with population research 
in a systematic fashion. In 1974-75, concerns with the rapid growth of 
China's population were expressed at the national level and a 
Population Studies Centre was established at People's Wniversity in 
Beijing. In its wake centers for population study were established in 
a number of major cities. 


Preparatory work for the establishment of the Centre for Population 
Studies began in 1979. In 1982, the population specialists in the 
Economics and Sociology institutes were re-assigned to the Centre. 

With 20 members, the Centre still has a very small staff and much more 
work is required before it is fully operational. 

The Center conducts research in the following areas: population theory 
and policy; population economics; the sociology of population; formal 


demography; and the present situation of the world population.

It is one of the older institutes and traces its origins to 
organizations that existed prior to 1949. In 1953, it was established 
as a sub-unit of the Academy of Sciences; it became a part of CASS in 
Lod. 


Of all the social sciences, economics has probably experienced the 
greatest growth since 1978. As one consequence, there are now several 
institutes that specialize in particular aspects of economics 
(Industrial Economics, Agricultural Economics, Trade, Finance and 
Resource Economics, Fconometrics and Economics of Technology, Urban and 
Rural Development, World Economy and Politics). These newer institutes 
nonetheless maintain close links with the Institute of Economics, which 
makes it its responsibility to develop a comprehensive outlook on the 
Chinese economy. 


The Institute's area of research is political economy, broadly 
conceived. One main focus is economic history, especially Chinese 
economic history, but also including the economic history of foreign 
countries. Its second main focus relates to the major problems of 
capitalist and socialist economies, especially the various problems of 
China's economy. 


Because of its long history, the Institute's staff has an unusually 
large proportion of senior researchers and professors.

It currently has a staff of 69 of 
whom 43 are researchers. Its major research tasks are, using a Marxist 
standpoint, perspective and methods, to investigate the theory of 
journalism, the history of journalism and the practice of news 
reporting. It is also engaged in the training of working journalists. 


During the Cultural Revolution the work of journalists in China was 
deeply affected. Newspapers were closed down and only a few 
journalists were trained. The task of the Institute is to put Chinese 
journalism on a firm footing, to learn of journalistic practices in a 
world-wide context and to develop a journalism appropriate to the 
specific context of China.

Background 


In the 1950s, Chinese social sciences followed the Soviet model 
closely. They then broke away to follow Mao's thought. After the 
Cultural Revolution and with the re-establishment of CASS in 1977, the 
social sciences have moved away from ideology and closer to real 
conditions. Foreign social sciences are now regarded as a very useful 
model, 


The most important task of the Institute at this time is to re-create 
its databank, including the documents, files and other resources that 
were destroyed during the Cultural Revolution; at present, the flow of 
serials, books and documents from abroad has resumed. Its other 
activities include monitoring and screening of current periodicals and 
conducting research following the model of the Library of Congress. 
Computers will be used in the future. 


The Institute has a total staff of 130. The working languages are

Background 


CASS is actively involved in the training of its own research workers. 
Since 1978, some 1,075 students have been enrolled and 690 have 
graduated, most of them with MA degrees. Indeed, the Graduate School 
has produced about 28 per cent of all the MAs awarded in China since 
the re-introduction of academic degrees. Its graduates are absorbed 
into the Academy or assigned to work in the various provincial 
academies associated with CASS. As the provincial academies grow in 
size and complexity, increasing numbers of graduates will be assigned 
to the provinces. 


Divisions 


The 29 broad divisions within the Graduate School correspond to the 
formally organized research institutes, with five areas of emphasis: 
a) philosophy; b) political economy; c) literature; d) law; and e) 
history. There are 62 research subjects for MA students and 

42 disciplines for doctoral study. CASS offers a total of 310 courses 
with 8 courses in fundamental knowledge. 


The departments in the Graduate School are somewhat different from 
those in universities because the object is to train qualified 
individuals to conduct research rather than teach. The general goal is 
to train individuals with solid foundations in research work and a 
sound grasp of a particular research area. Considerable attention is 
paid to the characteristics of students upon enrolment and in their 
graduate training. There are two administrative units: a committee 
charged with enrolment and a committee which organizes the degree 
programs. Members of these committees, which are chaired by 
Deputy-Secretary General Sun Xianqing, are the directors of the various 
institutes. 


Enrolment 


Students are recruited from the work place and upon graduation from 
universities or other tertiary education institutions; there is a 
preference for students coming from the work place. In the late 1970s 
the average age of students recruited was 35; now, in a generally 
stable social situation over the past several years, the average age 
has dropped to 25. Whatever the source of recruitment, potential 
students have to pass an entrance examination. The examination tests 
students' competence in: a) Marxism-Leninism; b) a foreign language; 
and c) an area of specialization. A basic grasp of Marxism-Leninism is 
expected. The foreign language test is both oral and written. In 
addition to competence in some specialized area a student's general 
knowledge in social science will be assessed.

Program of Study 


The degree course takes three years to complete. The first year is a 
preparatory one and is occupied with training in Marxism-Leninism and 
second language learning. Some disciplines, such as economics, require 
a good grasp of one foreign language and a working knowledge of a 
second, With high marks in Marxist-Leninist theory and language, a 
student may proceed to take specialized courses, but these generally 
begin in the second year. 


Having been admitted to a particular branch of training, the second 
year student will be given extensive reading lists by teachers and it 
is the responsibility of the student to find the books and complete 
their reading. Teachers remain available for consultation. 

Departments determine the exact nature of course preparation but 
typically there will be two or three courses per discipline. In 
addition students will take some general courses. Thus a student of 
ancient Chinese history may take courses in mathematics, philosophy, 
anthropology or minority studies. Teachers can also insist that 
individual students take courses in areas related to their speciality. 
Students in the second year also typically do research in their 
teachers' research institute. Progress is assessed through short tests 
in general studies. In specialized areas a student must make summaries 
of seven books. Outstanding summaries are sometimes published. 


The task for third year students is to prepare a graduation paper of 
original work of about 30,000-50,090 characters in length. Doctoral 
dissertations are of monograph length. Students are subject to an oral 
examination by a committee of three to five from their department of 
specialization.

The Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences (SASS) 


Overview 


The Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences is a local institution, 
financially supported by the Municipal Government of Shanghai Gabiien 
has a status equivalent to that of a Province). It was founded in 1958 
but dissolved during the Cultural Revolution. Rehabilitated and 
reconstituted in 1979, it now has a total staff of 1,200, more than 
twice as many as before the Cultural Revolution. It is by far the most 
important of the provincial academies of social sciences. 


The present role and responsibilities of SASS have been shaped by 
recent changes in China's planning of social sciences research. In 
1983, Premier Zhao Ziyang had indicated that the plans for research 
activities in the social sciences should form an integral part of the 
national Five-Year Plan, both at the central and local levels of 
government. This was accomplished following the leadership of the 
National Social Sciences Planning Team. SASS has agreed to make a 
substantial contribution to the Five-Year Plan and on its own or in 
cooperation, has undertaken ten national key projects and fifteen 
municipal key projects. The municipal key projects have been designed 
to help Shanghai find solutions to its current problems, and most of 
them stress economics. Here are a few examples: strategies for the 
economic development of Shanghai; conservation of energy in 
metropolitan Shanghai; the structure of ownership of the means of 
production; and the restructuring of the government of the Municipality 
of Shanghai. As for national key projects, the most important are the 
following: a joint project with CASS and the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
on the legal aspects of foreign investment in China; participation in a 
detailed history of socialist political theories; participation in the 
national Annual World Economic Forecasts; and various smaller projects 
on family, religions and youth problems. 


In addition to local and national projects, SASS's plan includes 
projects of institutes and projects of individual scholars. Projects 
may originate at any of the four levels. For each research area, a 
planning team reviews the situation periodically and tries to harmonize 
individual initiative and expertise with governmental needs; this 
process requires continuing consultations between SASS, CASS and the 
local universities. Funds for specific projects come Se the budgets 
of individual institutes, but also from special grants and 
contributions from the Municipality of Shanghai. 
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SASS has a library of some 800,000 volumes and publishes the journal 
Shehui Kexue (Social Sciences). It is actively involved in academic 
exchanges; in 1983 alone, it received 500 foreign scholars, most of 
them from the USA and Japan, and most of them economists; during the 
same period, twelve of its researchers went abroad for training or on 
study tours.

The Institute is guided by two general objectives. First, it tries to 
mesh theory and practice by conducting research into the relationship 
between literature and society; for instance, much research is being 
done on how the literary theories and movements of the past thirty 
years relate to the changing historical conditions over that period. 
Second, it has chosen to concentrate its meagre resources on 
Shanghanese literature. 


The total staff is 80 strong and most of the researchers are in their 
middle age. The Institute will soon start publishing its first 
periodical called Wenxue yanjiu congkan (Literary Research).

The Zhejiang Academy of Social Sciences (ZASS) 


A. Overview 


First established as a research institute in 1978, ZASS acquired the 
status of an academy in 1984. The Academy is an agency of the 
Provincial Government of Zhejiang, which is responsible for its core 
funding; it is not part of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences 
although CASS is the source of funding for national key projects 
assigned to ZASS. The Academy presently has a staff of 89, of whom 10 
are senior research fellows, 18 are lecturers or associate research 
fellows, and 31 are research assistants. 


Its research work is focused on provincial problems and issues; some of 
the projects are requested by the Provincial Government while others 
are suggested by the Academy itself. Moreover, as the universities are 
preoccupied exclusively with teaching, the Academy is responsible for 
organizing and coordinating university research projects through the 
Council of the Federation of Social Sciences Associations of Zhejiang 
Province. The Federation has 32 associations with a total membership 
of approximately 10,000, most of whom are researchers, university 
professors and social sciences professionals in governmental agencies 
and departments. 


Currently, the Academy's key projects are the following: a) a study of 
tourism and fisheries in the special economic zones of Ningbo and 
Wenzhou; b) a history of thought with special reference to Zhejiang 
thinkers; c) studies of youth problems; d) biographies of famous 
Zhejiang people; e) studies of the Taiping Rebellion (1850-64), the 
1911 Revolution and the peasant movements; and f) studies of 
contemporary literary movements. 


The library holds 50,000 volumes. The Academy publishes two serials: 


Zhejiang xuekan (Zhejiang Scholarship) and Xuexi_yu sikao (Study and 
Thought), the latter being intended for the general public.

A member should normally 
have the rank of lecturer or assistant research fellow or be an 


economist (jingjizhe) in an agency. 
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The tasks of the Federation are: (a) to organize members to carry out 
research; (b) coordinate academic interchange among members Otein 
organizations to which members belong; (c) organize training workshops 
to introduce new social sciences ideas and information; and (d) examine 
and appraise the achievement of social sciences research inv che 
province. 


Funding comes from membership fees, fees for workshops and training 
courses and grants from local governments and departments.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
ON ACADEMIC COOPERATION BETWEEN THE 
SOCIAL SCIENCES AND HUMANITIES RESEARCH COUNCIL OF CANADA 
AND THE CHINESE ACADEMY OF SOCIAL SCIENCES

In order to further academic exchange and friendly cooperation between 
Canada and China, the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada on one side and the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences on the other 
(hereafter referred to as the two sides), have come to the following 
agreement based on the principles of equality and mutual benefit. 


ARTICLE I 


Both sides will carry on exchanges and cooperation in the fields of social 
sciences and humanities of common interest. For this purpose, both sides 
will exchange scholarly visits of all forms on the principle of equality 
with a yearly maximum of 60 person/weeks. 


ARTICLE II 


Both sides, within their respective scope of research, will engage in 
exchanges and cooperation in the research of social sciences and humanities 
in the following forms: 


1. The exchange of individual scholars and delegations for study, research 
and lecturing tours. 


2. The exchange of academic publications and research materials. Both 
sides acknowledge the importance of joint research activities and 
colloquia and will examine in the future the possibility of 
implementing such activities. 


It is understood that graduate students may participate as junior scholars, 
as long as they are pursuing research and do not require supervision during 
their stay abroad. 


Article III 


1. Both sides will negotiate through correspondence for the actual 
arrangements for exchanging scholars or delegations. They may also 
engage the assistance of their respective embassies if necessary. 


2. Each side sending scholars or delegations to the other side should 
obtain the agreement of the other in advance. 


The sending side should inform the host side of the visiting scholar's 
curriculum vitae, field of specialization, language ability, and 
suggested program, etc., three months before the visit. On receiving 
the relevant details of the visiting scholars, the receiving side 
should, within two months, inform the sending side whether the visit is 
feasible. Having received confirmation from the receiving

side, the sending side will be responsible for obtaining all passports 
and visas which are required under existing regulations and should 
inform the other side of the visiting scholar's date and place of 
arrival and flight number three weeks in advance. 


The receiving side should provide the visiting scholar(s) with the best 
possible facilities for completing their research program. 


ARTICLE IV 


Financial questions involved in the exchanges of scholars and. delegations 
will be settled as follows:

The sending side will bear the international travelling expenses and 
the receiving side will bear the domestic travelling expenses (to and 
from). 


The receiving side will bear the expenses for board and lodging: 
a) In Canada, the visiting scholar will receive an allowance of $60 
per day for a visit of one month or less, and of $1,200 per month 


for a visit which is longer than one month. 


b) In China, board and lodging will be provided and a monthly 
out-of-pocket allowance of 100 Yuan. 


The receiving side will bear the cost of necessary medical and hospital 
expenses as well as emergency dental care. 


The visiting scholar(s) will receive no remuneration for lectures 
delivered during their visit. 


This agreement came into effect on April 1, 1981, with renewable terms of 
three years. If neither side informs the other in written form to end this 
Memorandum of Understanding twelve months prior to the end of a term, its 
term of agreement will be automatically extended for another three years. 
This Agreement may be amended through mutual consultation. 


The agreement was extended for a second period of three years in December
